| FORESTRY 

British Columbia's forests are over-cut and reforestation has been 
inadequate. In the near future, B.C. will deplete its supply of harvest- 
able trees — an economic disaster for a province in which 40 cents of 
every dollar comes directly or indirectly from the forest industry. 

Environment Canada has documented this looming crisis in its 
1983 publication, ‘The Need for Forest Renewal and Management in 
British Columbia’.

Past and present governments have returned too little of the 
tax revenues generated from forestry to renew the forests. There 
must be less waste in logging and milling and rehabilitation of the best 
already-logged growing sites. Forestry decisions must be based on a 
long-term perspective to ensure that we have enough trees for a 
healthy and sustainable forest economy. 

Unless public environmental groups, industry and govern- 
ments place greater priority on forest management and renewal, 
British Columbia will have a much reduced forest industry,

2 ENERGY POLICY 
The Yukon and B.C. are rich in untapped energy sources. The wide 
variety of energy options demands a clear understanding of their 
unique environmental effects. The choice between fossil fuels, hydro- 
electric, nuclear, wood waste, wind and solar energy, should be based 
upon the knowledge of a developments full cost and the long-term 
environmental consequences of each specific energy decision. 

B.C’'s present economic strategy uses large-scale energy pro- 
jects to stimulate development of our resource-based economy. The 
provincial hydro megaprojects involve a loss of wildlife, fisheries 
stocks, and forest, recreational or agricultural land in flooded valley 
bottoms. 

A major issue is whether these losses and the full costs of 
energy megaprojects are ever adequately assessed, Fossil fuels, for 
example, contribute to increases in smog, acid rain, and atmospheric 
carbon dioxide, Nuclear energy plants are costly, short-lived and their 
radioactive waste production is hazardous. In a cost-benefit analysis, 
the vast sums of money required to complete energy megaprojects 
could be used more wisely in other ways to create both wealth and 
employment. 

Environmentalists believe that both increased conservation 
and the development of small-scale energy sources could provide a 
lasting, renewable energy supply. Clearly, a conserver-society energy 
Policy, one that gets sustainable use from our resources, is necessary.

3 PARKS SYSTEMS INADEQUACY 

Less than one-half of B.C.'s areas of unique ecological significance and 
cultural heritage are represented in existing national and provincial 
parks, Every year, as conflict grows with resource development and 
more Canadian wilderness disappears forever, it becomes increas- 
ingly difficultto set aside park areas, Ifall these areas were protected, it 
would mean that an additional two per cent of the B.C. land base 
would be withdrawn for park use. Already, only five per cent of the 
land base is used for parks. 

This addition would expand the tourist industry, the most 
renewable and growth-oriented of all economic sectors. With an 
increase in the number of major provincial and national parks, a truly 
‘supernatural’ B.C, would become a world-renowned destination for 
nature lovers, 
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In the Yukon, despite the areas rich in wildlife, only one major 
park has been established. With its more fragile ecosystems based on 
an intensive but short growing season, the Yukon needs a protection 
level equaling that of Alaska, in which 25 per cent of the land base is 
designated park, wildlife reserve or wilderness area.

FISHERIES DECLINE 

Both overfishing and destruction of natural fish habitat by pollution 
and poor logging and fishing practices are causing the depletion of 
West Coast herring, groundfish, shellfish and salmon stocks, 

In order to become sustainable, fishery resources require 
long-term, adequately-funded programs. These programs must 
determine more ecologically-appropriate harvesting rates and 
methods and must provide for the policing of fishery regulations, 
greater protection of natural fish habitat and replenishment of stocks, 
A\l of these are necessary to achieve ecologically optimum levels of 
renewable yields,

| BEAUFORT SEA DEVELOPMENT 

The exploration and development of oil resources in the Beaufort Sea 
is the first of many proposed large-scale industrial developments for 
the Canadian north. However, there is a potential for large-scale 
environmental impact. In cold-ocean ecosystems oil spills break down 
very slowly — with long lasting effects on marine life. On the Yukon’s 
north slope coast, proposed land-based operations connected with 
this project are in direct conflict with the Porcupine-Cariboo calving 
grounds, A Federal Environmental Assessment Review Panel will 
conduct hearings into the proposed developments.

2 WOLF AND GRIZZLY BEAR EXTERMINATION 


PROGRAMS 

The B.C. government's action to reduce northern B.C. wolf popula- 
tions by helicopter hunting and a similar program by the Yukon 
Territorial government to reduce wolf and grizzly numbers in the 
Yukon brought forward strong protests, Both governments have 
shown flagrant disregard for the nature of wolves and wolf ecology. 
Independent experts such as the Association of Professional Biologists 
question the scientific validity of these government programs.

| 3 KEMANOII 


The need for the development of more aluminum smelters and 
subsequent construction of hydro-electric facilities in B.C. is question- 
able, Alcan’s plan to expand its production in north-central B.C, would 
involve diverting water from both the Skeena and the Fraser- 
Thompson watersheds through a tunnel in the Coast mountains. The 
water would short-circuit directly to the ocean through hydro-electric 
turbines built by Alcan. Federal fisheries official reports state that 
salmon habitat will be lost. While salmon fishermen will become 
unemployed, Vanderhoof residents will be given job opportunities at 
the smelter site. 

Power for the new smelter is presently available in the excess 
capacity of the B.C, Hydro system. In addition, recycling efforts for 
aluminum could be accelerated, Less than 10 per cent of aluminum 
scrap metal is recycled in Canada compared to more than 30 per cent 
in the U.S. 

A public hearing is scheduled for the Fall of 1984.

4 SOUTH MORESBY 
South Moresby is a beautiful and biologically rich area in the Queen 
Charlotte Islands, Canada's most isolated archipelago. Acknowledged 
as an area of world heritage stature with cultural significance and 
biologically unique flora and fauna, ithas been proposedas a provincial 
park and a national marine park. 

A planning team commissioned by the B.C. Government to 
investigate options for South Moresby’s future presented its report in 
1983. The paper outlines possible land uses which range from 
complete protection as a wilderness area to complete industrial 
development.

5 OFF-SHORE OIL EXPLORATION 

The exploration and development of oil reserves suspected in Dixon 
Entrance, Hecate Straight, Queen Charlotte Sound and off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island is the greatest mega-development ever 
proposed for B.C., Private exploration, conducted from 1967 to 1971, 
when a moratorium on development was imposed by the federal 
government, proved the existence of natural gas deposits. Present 
re-analysis of the data collected in 1971 indicates that this area could 
also produce oil. Current government subsidies (PIP Grants) amount- 
ing to 93 per cent of the cost of the drilling make development 
attractive at this time. 

Off-shore exploration leases were recently granted to Petro- 
can by the federal government without public auction, While coastal 
California leases were sold in public auction and the American 
government netted several billions of dollars, these leases off B.C.'s 
shores netted the Canadian government less than $100,000. 

An oil spill in this area could be disastrous to the coastal 
fisheries and abundant seabirds. Yet, the development is being ‘fast 
tracked’ with drilling to begin in 1985. The federal and provincial 
governments tentatively plan local public hearings this year. Whether 
or not west coast residents will have a real influence in shaping 
off-shore policies is still unclear.

6 PROPOSED TOXIC WASTE DUMP 
Certain waste products of our industrial society are highly poisonous 
and are classified as ‘toxics’. A proposal from private industry to build 
and maintain a toxic-waste dump near Ashcroft, B.C. is meeting local 
opposition. 

Experts testify that the proposed method of burying toxic 
wastes is obsolete and unsafe. All such toxic waste dumps will leach 
poisons into the environment at some time, 

The toxics already produced should be recycled or reduced to 
harmless substances. If this is not possible with today's technology, the 
wastes should be placed in above-ground, monitored, retrievable 
storage until they can be detoxified or recycled. They should not be 
buried as deadly time capsules which nature will eventually open,

2 HAT CREEK COAL PROPOSAL 


B.C. Hydro has proposed that the Hat Creek coal deposit near 
Ashcroft be used to fuel massive turbine generators for electrical- 
power generation, This giant deposit is particularly ‘dirty’, containing 
high levels of sulphur and other toxic-trace elements. Environmental- 
ists assert that, even with pollution control devices, the drift of acid 
rain would threaten the fragile ecology of the dry alkaline interior. 

Hydro has stated that it does not intend to develop Hat Creek 
at this time, although investment in development plans is high. Could 
this project's delayed timetable be waiting for a complementary toxic 
waste dump proposed for a site nearby?

3 VANCOUVER’S ACID RAIN; GARBAGE; 


WATER POLLUTION 

Vancouver is still a beautiful city but is beset with growing environ- 
mental problems. Special exemptions from the agricultural land 
reserve allow the Fraser Valley — the best farmland in B.C. — to be 
urbanized, The garbage dumps (land fills) are overflowing —less than 
three per cent of the glass, paper, cans and compostable organic 
material is being recycled. Air quality is deteriorating as industry 
activity in the Puget Sound-Georgia Strait area increases and as Lower 
Mainland traffic grows under car-emissions standards three times 
more lenient than in the United States. Acid rain is becoming a serious 
problem. The Fraser River continues to be industrialized; its deterio- 
rating water quality and loss of habitat threatens salmon. A man- 
agement plan for the Fraser River which would contro! development 
has yet to be adopted.
